It bred distrust and discontent by the 
false statement that all the burdens of revenue fell upon labor and that 
capital was exempt. It suppressed by silence the fact that the products of 
the farm were as well or better protected than any interests in the country. 
It demanded lower rates of duty ostensibly to lower the protits of our 
manufactures, and proposed to give to foreigners earnings it would deny 
to our own. It repressed the fact that every manufactured product had 
been vastly lowered in cost to the consumer through domestic competition 
and in contrast with the prices for revenue tariff only when dependent on 
a foreign market. The Democracy denounces any attempt to embarrass 
facility of the ballot, and claims surveillance, registration and protection of 
the voter as allied to tyranny; yet in the south it protects and applauds . 
political murder, and in the north condones politjcal fraud. 

The Republican party is very far from perfect.

Appealing to the general intelli- 
gence of the country, it seems improbable that a popular indorsement can 
be given to the party of repose as against the party of progress.
